1 . (Currently Amended) A method for synchronizing database records, said method 
comprising the steps of: 

storing, on a central computer, student record, demographic and class schedule data files 
and image files d e mographic data, class sch e dul e data, and image files in a master 
databas e; 

storing, on at least one mobile computer, corresponding data and image files, wherein 
said data files are stored in a first memory and said image files are stored in a 
second memory: 

creating new or modified files on either of the central computer or the mobile computer, 
wherein the new or modified files may be data files or image files: 

periodically synchronizing the d e mographic data files stored on said central computer 
with tho demographic data files stored in the first memory of said mobile 
compute r; and synchronizing th e class sch e dul e information stored on said c e ntral 
computer with a s e cond database in said mobil e computer, wherein said st e ps of 
s ynchronizing th e d e mographic data and synchronizing th e class schedul e 
information ar e p e rform e d by using a conduit program between said central 
computer and said mobile memor y: and 

periodically exporting image files stored on said central computer to said second memory 
of said mobile computer . 

2. The method according to claim 1 , wherein said conduit program determines a user 
number associated with said mobile computer. 
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3 . (Cxurently Canceled) 

4. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 2 ^, wherein said conduit program 
synchronizes a plurality of users via a 32 bit integer where each user is represented by 2 bits.

15. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 4- 2, wherein said step of exporting 
further includes the step of converting data in said image files from little endian format on said 
central computer to big endian format on said mobile computer.

17. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 2 i, wherein said steps of 
synchronizing exporting the image files^ and synchronizing th e d e mographic datai filesv -md 
synchronizing the class schedul e information are performed wirelessly. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium, said computer readable medium 
comprising instructions to cause a computer to: 

store, in a master database, student d e mographic data, class sch e dule data files, and 
image files; 

synchronize the d e mographic data files stored on said master database with a first 
databas e data files stored in a first memory of in a mobile computer using a 
conduit program ; 

synchronize the class sch e dul e information stor e d on said mast e r database with a s e cond 
databas e in said mobil e computer; and 

synchronize the image files stored on said master database with a third database stored in 
a second memory of the mobile computer by exporting the image files ,

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24. (New) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the storing of corresponding data and 
image files is done on a plurality of mobile computers. 

25. (New) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the first memory is a random access 
memory. 

26. (New) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the second memory is a memory card. 
26. (New) The method according to claim 1, wherein the second memory is a compact flash. 
26. (New) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the second memory is a memory stick.
